Short Account of the Riſe, Pro- 
oreſs, Management and State 
of the foreſaid HosPiTAL, as 
it ſtood on the firſt of January 
1735, being formerly printed, 
with the Seal of Cauſe, or 
Deed of Incorporetion, granted by the Honou- 
rable Magiſtrates and 'Town-council of Edin- 
burgh ; It is not neceſſary here to repeat any 
Part thereof. 8 = 
Bat, for further Satisfaction of ſuch as have, 
or ſhall yet contribute towards the carrying on 
this charitable and publick Work, the Gover- 
* nors and Managers have agreed to order printing 
[1 an ABSTRACT of their REGULATIONS, that 
any who pleaſe may ſee the ſame, and propoſe 
what Additions or Alterations they may judge 
proper. 2 
The forefaid Governors and Managers found 
it neceſſary to build more of the Fabrick of the 
ſaid Hoſpital, for the better Accommodation of 
the Orphans, and for a Workhouſe; and in 
| this diverſe Craſtſmen have very generouſly aſ- 
j — liſted by their Work, as have Timber-merchants 
Ry gifted 


giſted ſome Timber and given down Part of 

their Accounts, and ſundry Gentlemen and o- 

ther charitable Perſons have given Money for 

rearing up the fore ſaid Fabrick, which made the 

Expences thereof the more eaſy. 'The Work 

is made durable and ſtrong; which was thought 
better, than to make it flight, and to have {till 
a Repairing: And, the Walls and Root being 
now finiſhed, there will be no need of building 
any more of the Plan propoſed, until the Funds 
increaſe ſo far as to allow the taking in more 
Children to the Hoſpital than this Houſe will 
contain. This additional Building was the more 
needtul, that there might be an IN FIRMART 
for the Sick, and a ſeparate Apartment for the 
Boys, and another for the Girls, and a Houſe 
for the School, and Room to work in. 

The Manner of the Childrens Education and 
Employment is according to the Rules and Sta- 
tutes (an Abſtract of which are alſo publiſhed) 
ſo far as their Age and Health allows; to which 
we refer, and only add ſome Circumſtances not 

thereby preſcribed. | | 
The younger Children have their Heads 
comb'd, and Hands and Faces waſh'd every 
Morning, at their appointed Hours of riſing ; 
and thereafter learn their Catechiſm till Eight, 
at which Time they get Breakiaſt, and then 
Family-Worſhip begins. Immediately after 
| Teaching begins in the School, the elder 
| Children come by Turns for a ſhort Time, two 
; Claſſes being at Work, and one in the School, 
alternatively thro* the Day. The younger 
| Children are in the School longer Time than 
| the elder, until they make ſome . 
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Progreſs at their Book, and are fitter for Ma- 


nufacture. | | 13 8 : 
The Manner of the Childrens Inſtruction in 


this Hoſpital is the ſame as the honourable So- 


IE TY for CHRISTIAN KNOWLEDGE gives 
their Children in the Highlands and Iſlauds, it 


being one of their Schools, viz. reading Eng- 
liſp, and Writing, learning Arithmetick, and 


ſinging the ordinary Tunes uſed in the Chur- 


ches, and the Knowledge of right Syllabicati- 
on ; and according to the Statutes and Rules of 
the Society, and the Hoſpital, the Maſter cate- 


chiſes the Children upon the Grounds of the 


Chriſtian Religion, as contained in the Larger 
and Shorter Catechiſms and Confeſſion 5 Faith 
of this Church; and ſeveral Times the Childrens 
Progreſs in Knowledge has been tried by ſome 
of the. Reverend Miniſters of Edinburgh and 
others, and have given great Satisfaction. 

All the Children in the Hoſpital are reading 
the Bible, except Five, who are reading the 
New Teſtament ; Forty two of them learning 


to write, and ſeverals of the Boys and Girls 


have got the Shorter Catechiſm, and a conſide- 
rable Part of the Aſſembly's Larger Catechiſm 
by Heart, and ſome have the Whole of it. 
All in the Hoſpital dine at One of the Clock, 
the Boys at one Table by themſelves, and the 


Girls at another 'Table by themſelves. 


The Maſter, Miftreſs, and Doctor or Uſher 


of the School, at a Table by themſelves in the 


ſame Hall, at the ſame Time where the Chil- 
dren dine. The Maſter asks a Bleſſing and re- 
turns Thanks, and inſpects their Behaviour at 


Table. Im- 
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lImmediately after Dinner, they return to 
School, and Work, as in the Forenoon, and 
continue until Eight of the Clock, ſave one 
Hour they are allowed for Diverſion in the Eve- 
ning. 1 
From the firſt of November to the End of 
May, the Girls are employed in ſpinning Flax 
for Shirts, Sheets and other neceſſary Uſes of 
the Hoſpital; and, from the End of May till 
Auguſt, they are employed in knitting Stockings 


for themſelves and the Boys; and, from Sep- 
tember to November, they ſew Linens for them- 
|| ſelves and the Boys. 


There are Ten of the Boys weaving, Four ba- 


| baning Yarn, Six winding Pirns, Two combing 
| Wool along with the Wool-comber, and the 
| reſt of the Boys are employed, fome ſpinning 
| dSlab-yarn, and ſome ſpinning and carding Bac-

here are two Maid- ſervants, who comb the 


| younger Childrens Heads, keep their Clothes and 
Stockings right, the Houſe clean, and waſh the 
| Clothes of the Hoſpital ; and the elder Girls 
aſſiſt in waſhing and dreſſing the Clothes, rea- 
| dying the Victuals, cleaning the Houſe, in or- 
der to make them fit tor to be common Servants 


in Families, to which Service ſeverals have been 
already diſpoſed of. R 
Another Servant-maid drefles the Victuals in 
the Kitchen, and brews the Ale with Aſſiſtance 


of the elder Girls. 


There is a Woman that teaches the younger 


Boys to ſpin, and reels the Woolen Yarn ; and 
the Doctor or Uſher attends cloſe on the School, 
teaching to read and write. The 


The Miſtreſs of the Hoſpital buys the Vi- 
fuals, overſees the Dreſſing of them, and the 
Diſtribution of them among the Children; 
teaches the Girls to ſpin, knit Stockings, and 
{ew ; gives proper Directions to the Maid-ſer= 
vants tor keeping the. Children, the Clothes, 
Beds, Tables, and Furniture in the Hoſpital 
neat and clean. Ono ie Joy 3 

The Mafter has the immediate Inſpection 
of the whole. Hoſpital and Workhouſe under 
the MANAOERS ; performs Family-worſhip 
Morning and Evening, directs and aſſiſts in 
teaching in the School ; gives proper Orders to 
the Men-ſervants, and goes about the Affairs 
of the Hoſpital without Doors ; keeps the 
Books of the Charge and Produce of the 
Workhouſe, and the Maintenance of the Fa- 
mily, and what is given to the Hoſpital othet 
than Money, and is accountable to the Mana- 
gers according to the Regulations and Statutes. 
The Mafter-weaver lodges in Paul's Work, 
(a Part whereof is now in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Hoſpital) has the Charge of the whole Uten- 
fils and Stuff in the Workhouſe and Materials; 
receives the comb'd Wool from the chief Ma- 
ſter, and gives it out to {pin ; receives in the 
Yarn, and prepares the fame ; warps the 
Webs, and teaches the Boys to weave ; de- 
livers the Cloth for Sale to the Committee of 
the Managers, that have the Inſpection of the 
ManufaGtory. Es : L VI! 1 ; 
The Number of the Children in the Hoſpi- 
tal are Fifty four, the Maſter, Miſtreſs, three 
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der-teacher or Uſher ; in Al Sixty four that are 
maintained in the Hoſpital. 

The Managers reſolve carefully to go on 
with Manuiacture, according to, and in Terms 
of, the Seal of Cauſe, or Deed of Incorpora- 
tion, and Deſign of the Contributers, ſo far as 
the Funds will allow. And the Managers 
do ſubjoin hereunto an Abſftrat# of the Ro- 
duce of the Manufactory ſince the Erection of 
the Hoſpital in November 173 3, which tis 
hoped will give Satisfaction to Contributers. 
And *tis greatly encouraging, that in ſo ſhort a 
Time this Work is come fo great a Length, 
merely upon private Donations 6f charitable 


| Perſons, as Noblemen, Gentlemen, Miniſters, 


Burgeſſes, and others, and Collections at 
Church-doors and Meeting-houſes, and the 
Care of theſe concerned about the ſame. Some 
few charitable Perſons have at their Death left 
Legacies to this Hoſpital, and *tis hoped many 
will do the hke, and that in Proceſs of 'Time 
it ſhall flouriſh, and anſwer the pious Deſign 
and Expectation of Contributers. 

The chief Deſign of this Hoſpital is the 
bringing up of Orphans i in the Principles of the 
Chriſtian Religion, and for inſtructing them in 
Manufacture of Woolen and Linen ; "and this 
obliged the Governors to be at more than or- 
dinary Charges in building and enlarging the 
Fabrick of the Hoſpital, furniſhing the ſame, 
alſo in providing Materials, Inſtruments and 
Tools for Manufacture, both in the Hoſpital, 
and in Paul's Work. at the Foot of Leith-wynd, 
_ 4 in hiring and maintaining fit Perſons to 

inſtruct 
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Sure: And in this they have had ſome 
Encouragement; from the. Honourable TRur 
STEES for Improvement of Fiſberies and Mar 
niiſactures. t. ole 
But the Revenue of the Hoſpital at preſent 
falling ſhort. hitherto. tor beginning, this Work 
and carrying it on, the Governors at 2 Gene 
ral Meeting have appropriated a Part, of;their 
Stock for carrying on Manufacture in the Ho- 
ſpital and Paul's Work, under the particular 
Inſpection of Five of the Managers, who, keep 
regular Books of the whole of that Affair: 
And it has been managed with ſuch Care, that 
ide good Effefts thereof have, already, ap- 
peared beyond Expectation; for Orphans have 
been inſtructed from the loweſt Part of that Work, 
until ſome of them have come to weave. ſo well 
as to be capable to earn their Bread; and the 
Produce of their Work is ſuch, as that the Stock

employed is not diminiſhed, tho* a conſiderable 
Expence muſt be laid out in recruiting. Uten- 
fils, and employing a Wool-Comber an} our- 
neymen-Weavers to aſſiſt the Maſter-Weaver 
in Teaching. EV 
Ass a Manufacture ſo extenſive as this is 
deſigned could not be carried on by Children 
alone, or one Maſter-Weaver; it was therefore 
found neceſſary to have two or three Journey- | 
men-Weavers employed to work, and aſſiſt in 
teaching the Boys to work, and giving them 
an Example; and theſe Journeymen have no 
Wages, but for the Work wrought by them- 
ſelves. So that by theſe means we have the

ing up fo many Bdys through all the Parts of 
this' Manufadtire mult be attended with a con- 
fidetable Waſte of the Sub ject, which reduces 
the Profit to be very fmall. 
All the Children in the Hoſpital are not con- 
fined to Manufacture in Woolen and Linen; 
Sut when any of them ſhow Inclination to ano- 
ther Trade, and if their Genius appear ſuitable 
to their Choice, the Managers endeavour to 
vice them ſome proper Maſter in that 
Fre de, and bind them to the ſame by Inden- 
<tnres. And if any of the Tradeſmen of E- 
"dihburgh,, or Suburbs, and other Part of the 
Country, wants an Apprentice, the Managers 
Will bind to them any of theſe Boys who will 
incline to their Tade, as they have ner to ſome 
already. 

The Gorernins and Ma nagers do cordi- 
ally give much of their Time in attending 
for, promoting the ſame in a regular Manner, 
arid take Care to have fair Books of their Pro- 


| * cedure, and of their Accounts kept according 
to the Statutes and Regulations and Orders 


given, and have a Treaſurer, a Clerk and Booł- 
Holder, alſo an Accomptant and Comptroller, all
